designating 14 warships as an At- 
lantic squadron, giving the east 
coast its first organized sea force in 
nearly seven years. 


The new squadron becomes ef- 


fective Sept. 6 under command of 
Rear Admiral Forde A. Todd. It 
will consist of seven cruisers and 
seven destroyers. 


A The navy announced last night 


this would be a temporary arrange 
ment to prepare for general man- 
euvers next year, and to visit "such 
ports as are designated." 


Moved to Pacific 


The general maneuvers will bring 


the main fleet of about 150 war 
craft from the Pacific to the Atlan- 
tic for war games involving defense 
of the Panama canal. The fleet was 
moved to the Pacific during the 
1931-1932 Sino-Japanese crisis and 
has remained there except for a 
visit to New York in 1934 for a 
presidential review. 


The 14 ships in the new squadron 


were completed only recently and 
bad been assigned to the main fleet 
in the Pacific. The order issued by 
Admiral William D. Leahy, chief of 
operations, 
did not say whether 


they eventually would go to the 
west coast

The near riot of hundreds of swing 


music "jitterbugs" in Chicago the other 
night must have been a disturbing spec- 
tacle.

AMbtani Attorney General In 
Cbarre of Anti-Trust DIvMon 
Wuhlncton— Forty years ago the 


federal government launched an ef- 
fort to halt harmful monopoly and 
price fixing by small groups and the 
concentration of wealth and power 
in a few hands. 


It has been a popular effort but 


despite a government religion of- 
ficially dedicated to the economic 
independence of individuals, the 
growth of great organizations 
in 


America has been amazing. 
The 


reason is that we have been trying 
to police the industrial activities of 
America with a corporal's guard. 


The scope of the problem is indi- 


cated in internal revenue statistics 
for 1935 which show that over 50 
per cent of all net corporate in- 
comes is earned by less than one- 
tenth of one per cent of the corpo- 
rations reporting, and 84 per cent of 
the aggregate corporate net profits 
is earned by less than 4 per cent of 
the corporations reporting. 


Today that 40-year effort must be 


directed on a new tack. We can no 
longer treat the anti-trust laws as a 
moral problem. They are being em- 
ployed as far as their capacity will 
permit to bring practical results in 
restoring a competitive 
market 


which in many fields has been lost. 


The problem then is to define the 


public responsibility of such orga- 
nizations and to determine which 
arc efficient combinations for mass 
production and which are instru- 
ments ' arbitrarily assessing inflex- 
ible prices after achieving monopo- 
ly. 


This determination may be made 


only after a factual investigation. 
Once that investigation discloses to 
us the existence of a harmful mo- 
nopolistic condition within an in- 
dustry, the corrective process un- 
der the anti-trust laws begins.

Guide And Warning- 


Three courses are open. Criminal 


prosecution may punish past con- 
duct and serve as a warning. Civil 
prosecutions may look to the future 
beneficial organization of the indus- 
try. The third is the concurrent 
prosecution of the two, sharing ele- 
ments of both but at the same time 
leaving the door open at any time 
for the business men involved to 
volunteer a practical solution of 
major and immediate benefit to the 
industry, to competitors and to the 
public. 


It is the policy of the department 


to make public in connection with 
each case the basis of the criminal 
complaint and civil action. 
Such 


statements serve (1) as a guide to 
business men who seek information 
on the probable action of the de- 
partment in similar circumstances;

The lye was evidently put there by 
some thoughtless, irresponsible per- 


ical use. The weak or mild tincture 
is meant for popular use. 


Immediate application oL Mild 


Tincture of Iodine to any cut, 
scratch or abrasion is the most ef- 
ficient first aid disinfection, in my 
judgment. If this is done and the 
wound 
immediately 
covered 
or 


dressed with a sterile (germ-free) 
dressing for protection, no further 
antiseptec treatment is necessary. 
Notwithstanding 
the momentary 


smarting or bite caused by iodine. 
I prefer it to any other antiseptic 
available for the purpose when I 
have such an injury.

shall be left in the house. If this 
rule were always followed the lives 
of many victims of criminal care- 
lessness would be saved.

septics, disinfectants or germicides 
necessary in the medicine cupboard 
are an ounce vial of Weak Tincture 
of Iodine and an ounce or two of 
Boric Acid.

Now, 
what was it about this hand that 
led to the aforesaid remarkable 
result, four declarers fulfilling the 
contract and four being defeated? 
I am just as sure that I know 
the answer as if I had kibitz- 
ed at every table!

Dummy's spade queen was cov-

A diamond was then 
led toward dummy and. of course.

Next, a club finesse was attempted, 
losing to West's king, and after 
West collected his remaining spade 
trick he exited with a diamond. 
Another of dummy's honors was 
played and East, feeling that de- 
clarer had a third diamond with 
which to reach dummy again, held 
up the ace. Undoubtedly, the four 
East players "suffered" in varying 
degrees, trying to decide whether 
South had two or three diamonds. 
But the point is that each and ev- 
ery one of them "guesed wrong" 
and permitted 
dummy's second 


diamond honor to hold. After that, 
a successful heart finesse clinched 
the contract.

It is just this: WTien 
dummy has a long suit without 
an outside entry, it is the duty 
of the defender who does not hold 
a stopper in that suit to play his 
cards in such an order as to indi- 
cate his length in the suit. Thus, 
in this case.

deuce on the first diamond lead 
and the five spot on the second 
lead guaranteed that he held three 
diamonds, which, of course, from 
East's point of view, left declarer 
with only two diamonds. If West 
had held a doublcton diamond it 
would have been his duty to play 
the higher one on the first lead 
and the lower on the second, thus

most in favor just now for edging 
purposes is Teucrium chamaedrys, 
which has the common name of ger- 
mander. This is really an excellent 
substitute for box in the northern 
states, although, of course, not as 
handsome. It has small, dark, glossy, 
evergreen leaves and may be kept 
sheared to a height of six to eight 
inches. Obviously, it cannot be used 
like box as a border for large plant- 
ings, but as a dwarf edging it gives 
excellent results. 
If left alone, it 


will bear rose or magenta flowers, 
but these flowers arc not very pret- 
ty and do not harmonize with most 
other blooms. For that reason, the 
best practice calls for keeping the 
plant sheared to such an extent that 
it will not blossom.
